Constable Mahamad Hossain 
Khan also grappled with a dacoit and was attacked by the 
gang . He was struck by an arrow but pulled it out, but 
when a second arrow pierced his abdomen he lost conscious 
ness and the dacoit he was holding escaped . Sub - Inspector 
Bisoi in the meantime had fired three rounds at the dacolo 
from his revolver and they now concentrated their attention 
on him . Unfortunately he fell into a ditch where the dacoita 
set upon him with their lathis. He fired thret more shots to 
drive the dacoits off. Meanwhile some more villagers armed 
with lathis arrived at the scene and the dacoits who were 
about 25 in number left the village. They were pursued by 
the villagers and forced to lcave behind the property they 
had stolen . 

In this cncounter, Sub - Inspector Gopinath Bisoi and Cons 
table Balaram Senpati and Mahamad Honsalt Khan showed 
great courage and devotion to duty of a high order at great 
personal risk .

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded : 

On the 28th February , 1960 , Sub - Inspector Gopinath Bisoi, 
Officer -in -Charge, Raibania Police Station , went to village 
Teghari, accompanicd by Police Constables Balaram Senapati 
and Mahamad Hossain Khan and another Constable to investi 
gate a case of dacoity . That night the police party camped 
in the local school predlacs. At about 11 -00 P .M . Shri Madhab 
fena , accompanied by another villager , camç running to Shri 
Blsoi and informed him that a dacoity way being committed 
in his house. Shri Bisoi, accompanied by the Constables and 
two villagers, immediately rushed to the spot. Enroute they 
were joined by two more villagers . Shri Bisoi was armed with 
a revolver and the other meinbcts of the party with lathis, 
On emerging from the school house Jane they came upon 7 
or 8 dacoits armed with lathis, axes and bows and arrow , 
outside the house that was being plundered , The dacoits 
began to pelt the police party with brickbats. The police 
pasty retaliated ly throwing clocs of carth at the dacoits and 
at the samc time advanced on them . One of the dacoits was 
injured and fell down . Tle was captured by the villagers 
and taken in custody to a nearby house . The other dacoita 
attempted to rescue him . In the scuffle that followed two more 
dacoits were arrested but the remaining dacoits continued to 
arzult the police party and were joined by 10 others who 
came out of the house . Constable Senapati grappled with a 
dacoit and fell on the ground with him . The other dacoits

Out of the four cargo jetties provided for in the Kandla 
Port Project, two were completed and thrown open to traffic 
in March 1957 and thc remaining two in July, 1957, The 
annual traffic expcctcd 10 pass through the port during the 
first five years , after the cargo Jetties were brought into 
commission , as estimatcu al the time of approval of the 
Project, was 850,000 tons, including oil traffic .

- Free elucation upto the seventh standard 
is being imparted to the children of the cmployees of the 
port in two schools , one each at Gopalpur and Kandla , 
which are being run by the Port ,

Simultaneously with thc decision to develop the major 
port of Kandla it was decided to develop a township in the 
vicinity of the port; which would serve not only as a Port 
Town but also assist the rehabilitation of displaced persons 
from West Pakistan , especially Sind . A Master Plan for the 
township (Gandhidham ) covering an area of 7 ,000 acres was 
prepared by an Amcrican Firil of Planning consultants . 
Under this plan the town was divided into six residential 
districts with separate business and commercial centres & 
industrial areas . Each residential district was planned to 
be self sullicient in its social cultural, education & other 
civic amenitics.

Out of the area of 1787 actes allotted to the Port Adminis 
tration , 283 acres cover the railway staff colony, 260 acres 
the port staff colony, 9 acies the Port Administrative Office .

Port Administration for allotment of plots for residential , 
commercial and / or industrial purposes, 

While the Corporation is responsible for the entire internal 
development of its sector, the Port Administration is respon 
sible not only for the internal developinent of its own sector 
but also for central development works in the entire area 
of 4337 acres, i.e , main roads, central water distribution mains 
and central crainage and sewerage inains, etc. The Corpora 
tion has to meet a proportionato share of thc cxpcnditurc on 
the Central works. 

Since the commencement of the development of the 
township in 1919 , about 7000 buildings liave been constructed 
and 600 acres of land fully developed , whilc 1109 acres are 
under development; and also 97 miles of roads have been 
constructed and 86 mlles of main water supply pipe lines 
lald .
